Being Decisive Like Mary 

Over the past 18 months a committee has been working to choose a 
figure of Mary for the grotto. This project was underway before I arrived 
at OLBH. The parish had raised monies and received donations which 
total $8,508.92. Recently, Dale Lamphere designed, constructed and 
installed a bronze bas-relief sculpture of Madonna and Child in the grotto 
at a cost of $6,000. In addition, he completed a complementary bronze 
design in the lower area of the grotto for $1,500. 

The blessing of the grotto with the Madonna and Child is fitting for 
Mother's Day since Mary is also our spiritual mother. This notion sprang 
from the words of the crucified Jesus who addressed Mary and the 
beloved disciple. He said, '"Woman, behold your son.' ... [And] to the 
disciple: 'Behold your mother.' And from that hour, the disciple took her 
into his home" (Jn. 19:25-27). 

Writers as early as Origen (3rd c.) spoke of Mary's motherhood of all 
the faithful. "According to him, Christ lives in his perfect followers, and 
as Mary is the Mother of Christ, so she is mother of him in whom Christ 
lives. Hence, man has an indirect right to claim Mary as his mother, in so 
far as he identifies himself with Jesus by the life of grace" ( Catholic 
Encyclopedia). Our union with Christ as his brothers and sisters 
engenders kinship with Mary. Thus, we turn to her for prayers and 
guidance. 

Pope Francis recently said, "Mary, like a good mother, teaches us to be, 
like her, capable of making definitive decisions ... in this moment in 
which there reigns, so to say, the philosophy of the provisional. It is so 
difficult to commit oneself definitively in life. And she helps us to make 
definitive decisions with that complete freedom with which she 
answered 'yes' to God's plan for her life" (Zenit, May 6th). 

The definitive decision of Mary to say 'Yes' to the Christ child was 
possible because of deep faith. Faith helps us make lifelong 
commitments which otherwise seem overwhelming. Have you ever 
noticed the link between having strong faith and making a definitive 
decision? Is the lower rate of marriages among couples today linked to 
their weaker religious practice? Without faith we live in fear of the 
future. We shun commitment. Mary teaches us how to embrace the 
future with confidence and permanent commitment. 

Mary is still teaching us how to live with faith. Pilgrims who travel to 
Medugorje are renewed by her words of faith. In Our Lady of Kibeho, 
Immaculee Ilibagiza enthusiastically describes the recent Marian 
apparitions in Rwanda which inspire fidelity to God. As we give thanks 
for our mothers this weekend, we might remember also our spiritual 
mother Mary. What a gift she is for us. Ask her for prayers and 
guidance in being a decisive disciple. In Christ, Fr. Steve
